Liquor Forces Still Fighting 
but Losing Hope.

{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—With 
the State Department’s proclama- 
tion of national prohibition signed 
today in the presence of Willlam 
Jennings Bryan, Representative 
Randal] and the authors of the con- 
stitutional amendment the battles 
of the drys and wets are trans- 
ferred to other, though none the 
less interesting, fields. 

The National Anti-Baloon League 
will launch immediately a cani- 
paign for legislation by this Con- 
gress to carry into effect war-time 
prohibition next July, such legisia- 
tion being designed as a basis ‘Tor 
laws enforcing constitutional prohi- 
bition when it becomes edlective 
January 16, 1920. ‘ 

The wets will divide their efforts 
between fighting this legisiation and 
attacking the  constitutionality of 
national prohibition while accumu- 
lating as large a supply of liquor 
as is ib before the long pe- 
riod of aridity sets in. 

Those who would lay in a store 
of intoxicating beverages to last 
years if not a lifetime are con- 
fronted by a scant supply and an 
exceedingly brief time in which to 
make their last arrangements 2 
A — 
though constitutional rohibition 
does not go into effect for a year 
this apparent twelve months of 
grace is aw illusory as a mirage in a 
desert. 

DRY WAVE STARTED. 

The war is over, but war-time 
prohibition is only beginning. Un- 
der the war prohibition act the 
country will be bone dry from Julv 
1, next, until after the proclama- 
tion,of peace and the demobiliza- 
tion of the army. Inasmuch as 
there will be an army of occupation 
in Europe for a year or more, as 


now contemplated by the War De- 


complete demobilization 
effected until after 
constitution prohibition becomes 
operative. War-ttme prohibition 
thus would merge into constitu- 
tional prohibition. 

The only possibility of an inter- 
regnum between war-time prohibi- 
tion and constitutional prohibition 
is that the arm of occupation will 
be reduced to Regular Army units 
of professional soldiers and that 
thereupon the President wil! declare 
demobilization completed. 

Forehanded folks with an un- 
auenchable thirst, however, are not 
putting their trust in a possible 
liftinw of the ban on liquor between 
July 1, 1919, and January 16. 1920, 
Thev are. losing no time right now 
in filline their wine cellars and gar- 
rets with liould cheer against the 
cheerless future. 

Rut they are having their dificnl- 
ties, for at every turn they find the 
desert encroaching upon them. The 
distilling of wh'sky ceased a year 
ago and January 1 the visible 
supply of snirits was less than 109,- 
000,009 gallons with the price soar- 
ing. The brewing of heer ceased 
December 1 under  Pres‘dential 
proclamation and even if resump- 
tion of brewitte should be nermitted 
by the President it would cease 
again bv act of Congress on Mav 31, 
next. The visible supply is 10,000,- 


000 barrels. 
IMPORTS BARRED. 


Importation of liquors has been 
shut off and the only intoxicating 
beverages being manufactured in 
this country are wines, the produc- 
tion of which will cease May 
31. After July 1 the manu- 
facture and sale of anv intoxicating 
liquor will be forbidden. Saloons 
will close throughout the country 
and cafes will go dry.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The entire 
aircraft equipment provided by 
Great Britain at a cost of more 
than $10,000,000 for training Cana-

HARLINGEN (Tex.) Jan. 
Another outbreak of border brig- 
andage has been inaugurated along 
the Rio Grande, according to re- 
ports of ranchmen o the more re- 
mote sections. No one in the whole 
horder region, from the gulf to the 
Pacific, is more familiar with con- 
ditions along the Mexican frontier 
than Lon C. Hill, pioneer rancaman, 
xunfighter andztypical man of all 
outdoors, who id out the town of 
Harlingen, where he makes his

Mr. Hill is promoting the idea 
that the only way to obtain peace 
and order along the Rio Grande Is 
to create a patrol zone of a widta 
ef ten miles*bordering the river 
from its mouth to El Vaso. This 
zone should be on the Mexican side 
of the stream, and should be pa- 
trolled by Amercan troops and 
Texas rangers, he says. 

“The ranches on the Texas side 
of the river will not be protected 
from Mexican raide for long time 
to come unless there is a change 
made in the present methods.“ he 
sajd. “There is only one thing to 
„do. and that is to extend the line 
of defense ten miles into Mexico. 

„This is practical because of the 
dense undergrowth along the Rio 
Grande. One can't tell half the
